Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-33 and 35-44 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
invention is related to a system for suppressing wind noise. claims16-23 were 
previously allowed, claims'! , 9, 11-14, 24-25 and 27-35 are now allowed as the result of 
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applicant's amendment and in light of the discussion during the interview as well as the 
remark filed on 3/29/10. more particularly the claims are allowed for the following 
reasons, with regards to claims 1 and 28, the claims are allowed for including the new 
limitation where the wind buffet is identified based on the correlation between the line 
and the portion of the input signal, with regard to claims 24 and 27, the examiner 
concedes that Dickel doesn't teach fitting a line to a portion of an input signal for 
detecting and removing the wind buffet, with respect to claim 43, where the noise 
detector is configured to model the wind buffet by calculating 1 y-intercept is not taught 
by Dickel.
